The first union label resolution was passed at our 190T 
convention and demanded that the union label ap- 

pear "on all electrical devices, apparatus, fixtures and ma- 
chines, before being installed or maintained by a memlnT 
of the IBEW', and urging all members of locals to do all 
in their power to further the use of the union label*" 

In the early days of unionism, the union label of every 
union was the symbol of strengib lo all trades unionists 
and it was by dem*inding it and supporting it and boy- 
cotting the products which did not carry it, that many 
struggling unions were enabled to survive.

It is nil fortunate that the Annuu- 
ean public and even a few* of our 
own people* are ‘Maken in” by 
the arguments promoted by the 
National Hi*,dit*|iiAVork Commit* 
tee and the Nat i turn 1 Association 
of Mauufaemr(u*s* whiidi is an- 
other lead ill haeker of the anti- 
union drive. They say tluil tlnur 
su])]»ort of ‘‘ Hj^lit*to-Work” laws 
stems from eimeeni f(U* the eivil 
liberties of workers, who, Hiey 
contend, should not la* eompelled 
to join a union even if their 
co-workers are ovm'whelminirly 
in favor of miion or^aidzat ion. 

Not Sincere

“The b(»ard 
(if directors of the Xationnl Right- 
to*Work Committee was eom- 
posed, when an non need a vi»ar 
ago, primarily of aiitiutiioo sou th- 
em emplovt^rs and some dis- 
gruntled railroad employes who 
hav'e frtJivted for iiuuiagimieni tn 
lawsuits rih*rl ngninst I lie Railway 
Labor Av\ union shop provisions. 

“These eases have been thrown 
out by the United State's eoiiris in 
Xorth Carolina. 

“1 eite this reeord,” said the 
AFL-CIO oHieiaL “so that the 
phony ‘Right-to-Work* eamfuiign 
will be tlis<d<)sed for what it — 
an effort to destroy union organi- 
zation ^Ir, Hartley, Mr, Dillard 
and all the oilier persons eon- 
iieeted with the eoiiiinittee have 
tlie right to hold their opiidons 
and to express them.

While disapiKjinfed tliat if 1.00 
was the lH\st it eon Id do at tliis 
time, we of the labor iiiovemeni 
were gratified that the totally in- 
adequate ttD^eent recommendation 
of l*rmdem Eisenlhiwer was re- 
jected, We were hai>py, too, that 
when the new wage went into ef- 
fect, Home 2 million workers wlm 
fiad been receiving h'ss tiran 
an hour liad their wages raisi^d to 
that level. In all, Hpproximately 
24 mill ion workei^^ had tlie st‘cn- 
rity of knowing that their wages 
could not legally Iw minced below 
thc^I mininmm, 

Nmv, while we have not given 
up on getting the iidniiiami raised 
to at lea.sl $1.25, we have pTit aside 
that battle tem[*ornrily for a more 
pressing problem. That problem 
is exiciiding eoverage of ilie Wage 
and Hour law. 

Tliere are still 20 million work- 
ers — 45 jict'cent of all who should 
be envered by the Act — who arc 
denied the full protection of the 
Wage- 1 lour law\ 

Our readers will want to know 
who these workers who are denied 
protection arc. It might lie sufi- 
posed that they are cnitdorcs whose 
joks imlicate that tliey do not nml 
minimum wage protection. How* 
eveiv just tlie opfaisife is the case. 
The workers now exenqU from the 
proteetitui of the law, are the poor- 
est pail! in our society and the ones 
most in need of a regulated wage, 

Tlu*sc include, among others, all 
the jieople in domestic service, llh 


percent or those engaged in farm 
work and 97 percent of tliosc en- 
gagctl in retail trade, 

Peopli* like disluvnsliei^s in res- 
taurants, seasonal fruit packers, 
rural teletdmne operators, loggei's 
in underdeveIop(*d areas — ^these and 
many, many more are the ‘‘for- 
gotten’’ pt'ople, unfairly excluded 
from minimum vvage proleetion- 
L«nfortunaTely, tln^ exempt 
workers are likewi.se muirganized, 
so they not only have no pniteetion 
nmler law, tiny lack the st^eiint^" 
which unions give tti their niem- 
bei’sliip. 

We have often saiil that tlie 
Amcncan lahor movement helps 
not only organized workers but all 
working piMiple, It is significant 
then that right now, it is the AFL- 
CTO that is the driving force call- 
ing U]Km (hmgress to extend eover- 
age of the Wage-lbnir law. 

By directive of its convention, 
held last IhH'emlier, the demand 
was put to rongre.s.s “as a matter 
of first i>riortty, to extend the full 
]>roteetion of the Fair Labor 
Standards Act to all workers in 
industries engaged in or affecting 
interstate commerce,’* 

It is again significant that the 
fii*st witne.ss to appeal* Indore the 


Senalc LalaM* Subcommittee con- 
ducting tlio ht*m*ings on bills to 
broaden eovei*age of the law, ivas 
AFLdUO l*residcnt Oeorge Meany, 

Jlr, ileany p<unted out to the 
members of tlie suhconimittce that 
the AFL-CIO'k imerest in the mat- 
ter was not ‘‘self-serving, “ since 
there are few union mcmbei*s who 
woulil benefit fixmi extension of 
coverage. President ileaiiy pointed 
out that only those who i»i*ofit from 
“sweatshop” eonditioiis and sith- 
standar*! wagi^s are objecting to 
the proposjil. 

Allot lier AFL-rlO witm*ss up- 
(Jearing before the subcomniittee 
was Stanley H. Hiittcnljerg, AFIj- 
(40 rc,scar<di director. In Ids tt'Sli- 
mony he s] jelled out specific ]Jro- 
Ijosals wliich wmdd bring !1,5 mil- 
lion workei*s wlio ai‘c now exempt, 
under the minimum wage law. 

The ]>roposals would exteml cov- 
erage to inrgi* ndail estahltsh- 
meuts, including chain gmeeries, 
laimdric% cleaning establishments 
and liotels. It alscj would iiiehide 
workers on birge-scnlc farms, food 
processing workers and outside 
salesmen, 

liiittenlKTg said retail, laundry 
and many other workers “cannot 
look to state h'gislation for dTee- 
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tive minimum protoetion/' 

Many Htates, he aaid, have no m'mi- 
nuim wag^e Uiwh anti in otliera t\w 
mini 111 urns are very low. 

With re??ard to HtatC! legri^ilatioip 
m jioiiitefl out liy Kutleiihrrg 
in Ills testimony, the 20 million 
workoi's wlto are not eovm-ecl by 
the Fair Labor Stnmlards Aet can 
expect very little |ir*i)tcet ion from 
state law. Only H states have mini- 
mum wag:e laws applyini^ to both 
men ami womtm wttrkt'rs. Twenty- 
one states have minlnnim warn* 
biws applyingr only to women, ami 
in some states only \u women in 
speeifiefl imliist rles. Nineteen statr'S 
have no mininuim laws wfmt^ 

soever. As a matter of fact, of lht^ 
20 million workers not eoverefl im- 
Oer only million are 

covered by any state minimum 
wnixo law. 

Ami let’s take a hmk at those 
state mininnmi wa^e laws: 

Minimum wa^'es provitled under 
most state laws are extremely low 
even by coiii]>ari.son with the in- 
adnpiate mitiimum in tfie Fed- 
eral law. They niiufe fmm i|iL2n 
prr floss than lb cents an 

hour) for wf)men workers in Ar- 
kansas, to hO cents ail hour in 
^lassachuselts. In indttstrial states, 
m i n i nut m wa jres g:eu era fly ra ii^re 
from 50 to 00 cents, while iii non- 
industrial states, they nin from 20 
to fiO eents. 

Knetnies of efTeetive mininuim 
waue protection often claim tliat 
this is a job for state reg:nlatioiK 
But the record of stale inaction in 
this field speaks for itself. Since 
III'IS when tlie l-ksleral law was 
passeik only four slates have en- 
act isl new minimum wage law's and 
of these, three beioime Imv in in55. 

Space will not ]>ermi1 more de- 
taih^el infornuition on this most im- 
portant problem. flowever, w^e 
hope w^e have been able to show 
why extension of envcu'age of tlir 
Fair Lalior Standards \r{ is one 
of the most iinjiortant items of un- 
finished business fneiiig Congress. 

Ami w hile we oi' I fie Kleetrieal 
Workers are fortunate enougli not 
to stand in need of coverage, as 
unionists interested in all W'orking 
peo|>le, we sbouhl do all we eait to 
promote passage of this most im-

They doirt like our foreij?ii policy, but lliat is all 
Ihillcs' HniJr. Many are *^i]vin-ami.s’' about i!ie 
AdmitiistniUciii 's ‘*«:ive-a\vay iu‘og[ram^* of natural 
resonrees, Imt Mr. JIcKay is responsible for that 
Some are bitP'r over tlie fact that our military re- 
sources have ileterim'Mled lo second-rate status and 
blame the Secretary of Defetise. The list of complaints 
is bug and tlie number of oJTenders many, but in the 
eyes of many more, our (liief Flxeeutive is blameless. 

Xow this 0flit4»rial is not intended as an attack on 
the President, It is not even an attack on the Ad- 
luinistiation, althmiirh we Imve made plain many 
times before that it leaves much to be desired fram 
the hilKir point of view. 

Xo, the sole |>urposc of this editorial is to spe<ik 
alKoit responsibility. In any kind €>f administration, 
from tlie local level right on up to the highest in the 
land, in the last analysis, the head of the administra- 
tinn is the man responsible. Tt is he who appoints, 
advises, dii^ects, Tf Ids subordinates take action, be 
is jfuntly responsilile for that aetion. Tf they make 
mistakes, and all I mm mis do, they can be forgiven — 
if the mistakes are acknowledged aiitl not repeated 
again and again. But in tlie ease of mistakes the head 
is supposed to take actum. If he takes none, then it 
is only reasonable to suppose that the action in prog- 
ress nu^ets with his approval — and be is responsible- 

What we arc drivimr id. is that you cairt separate 
a Tbesidciit froiii his Administration. One cannot 
be lily white and blameless, and the other a subject 
for condeiiination. When a team fails miserably, the 
coaclt has got to come in for his share of the Id a me. 

Let’s tbink abnd these thin^js in the montjis ahead. 
I/Ct’s weigh the facts, evaluate the issues, and place 
tlie blame or the praise where it belongs. Then let’s 
vote nceordingly.

The parlicular lirancfi of our BrotherluMid we wisli 
to call atteiiti<Hi to this month, is that coiu posed of 
our FVileral woikers, those empbyctl by Uncle Sam. 
There arc more tban 10,000 of these memboi^s em- 
ployed all over llie United States, whei’evcr our (lov- 
ernment requires irained KJectrieal Workers. Many 
of our tJovermnenl employes work in Xaval Ship- 
yards and .\ir Slations. Many more are employed 
by tlie Bureau of Iteclaniatioii or by the Army Corps 
of Ktigineci^ m <lam sites throughout the country 
and down in the Ibniama Canal Zone. The Coast 
fitiard, U. S, Air Force and Army ai'senals pnividc 
employment for more of our mciiibei's, while ot]ici"s 
play lU! inifKirtant part in such ttovemment opera- 
tions as the iloverninent Printing Office and the 
Bureau of FTngraving ami IVintiiig in the District 
of Colnmbia. 

These memlw»rs serving under Thiele Sam. learned 
early the benefits of unionism. These benefits must 
come principally through legislation, and they found 
that belonging to a strong union was one of the best 
kmiwn ways of being sure that such legislation Tvoiild 
lie proposed and fought for. For example at present, 
thrimgli orgariiKed effort, prospect.^ are hright for 
more liberal retirement benefits for Federal employes 
during this se.ssioti of Congress. 

Tlieii too, our Brotherhood, and other unions with 
Federal Workers in tlieir luembei'shtp, arc constantly 
striving to olUain a real labor-management agreement, 
providing true collective bargaining with F'edcral 
agencies. 

Our Federal niemliers are well aware of tlie l>ene* 
fils of unionism to them. Then, on the other side of 
the coin, the Brotherhood is well aware of the value 
of these mem hers to the IBKW. Everi- day these 
tneinliers come Into contact with many workci-s who 
know little or nothing about nuioiis and unionism. 
Rome have formed erroneous atid often anti-labor 
opinions of the I a lam movement, from their only 
source of in ronnation, the daily press. 

Our f tovenmient rnemhei's have the opportunity, 
and are using if. to spread the gospel of tmionism 
to their fellow workers.

Tium came miturai gas. From tlien 
on gas was mamil'acturcd only on 


extremely cold days when an addi- 
tional -suj>ply was needed and for 
special puriHrscs, 

Ottawa has s<hui gas service and 
distribution tiietlm<ls come a long 
way during the cc'ntury as attested 
by the recent comidetion of a mod- 
ernization [Hogram of our gas .sys- 
tem ami fact lilies in the artsr ^lore 
than 20 miles of new four to six- 
tecn-iiieh gas pipe have been in- 
stalled for sTslem impmvejiients, 
and the new regulator stations in- 
sure a constant gas supply. Tele- 
metering ettuiptnenl was also in- 
stalled to facilitate dispatching gas 
to t!ie area.

Economy Would Suffer

These Iieritages of man, tlic 
Oliureh was to presiTvo in her 
monasteries during the l>ark Ages 
of Barlmrian nite. 

But to let urn tf> the time of the 
fall of lioiiie, we find that the last 
of lire tiothie kings wlm foHotved 
Odoarer fell in 55‘L and invasions 
eame liy north ( Langoliurds) ami 
east (Sanieens), On their heek in 
the 8th eentiiry cyanic the Franks, 
invited by the I^ 1 po to help in the 
fight against the Lnngohards. The 
Frankish leader, Pepin, won out 
ami Ills s(»n Fharh^s or ('Imrle- 
tnagne was eniwneil liy Pope 
in as Holy Roman Emperor, with 
Italy meludeti in Ins kingdom. 

V’lieri rharleiimgmT ‘s line died 
out, ngjiin thiUS’ eame a pfudod of 
eonfusion and struggle* Peace 
came for a time mider the Sa.von 
Knifieror Otto the Orciit but at 
Ilk ileal li in 1002, Italy again fell 
into disunity, 

Huritig the 11th eentmw, tlie 
rise of t>o\verfiil eity-stiites Wgan. 
Although all were hound together 
by the feudal system wliieh had 
been iiilnHlueed from France in 
tlte tMfi eenlury, rivatry grew up 
between them. 

Tliese (‘ity-slates Inter fleveloped 
into eominunes, A eonimune was 
an organ iviatioii of Uie people of 
a particular city vvho elected lead- 
ers and plcflged themselves to 
.stand together against all aggres- 
sion. They worked for commercial 
interests of their city. 


While the eommuiies vied with 
one allot \hh\ orefisioimlly they 
united ngiiiust n common enemy 
as wlieii they formerl the Ijomhard 
League against Fretleriek Barba* 
n>ssa. In 117b this leagtie defeatofl 
the Emperor Barharossa and at 
the Peace n( (’mistanef* the eom- 
liiinieH won tfie riglit to rule them* 
selves so hmg as tliev would recog- 
niTie the cni]N*rf>r as their feudal 
lord. 

The CfummineH of the tiorlli and 
CfUitral Italy, mieli as Florence and 
Siena, and tlu» sea tTpuhlies, such 
as iterioa and Pisa and oriental- 
like Venice, enjoyed a rc^nrgeiiee 
of eastern tntde, of industry and 
expansion. 

Tlum gnifluiilly the feudal sys- 
tem broke df»wn and at the same 
time the rule of the communes 
g)ive way to that of powerful iiidi* 
viihiak or Signoria. We see now 
the rist' of powerful famiHcs whose 
rule lM*eanie hereditary. There 
were the Medici of Floretice, Este 
of Flo ra ra, Sfor:c;t and Vkeoiiti of 
Lonilmrfly uud so on, all of wlioiu 
were patrons id the aiis and of 
learn ijig. 

This was the gidden age of Italy, 
priHlncing such art as the world 
hud never known. During the 15th 
century alt of Europe looked to 
Italy for iuspinition. Everywhere 
art leaped out of ohi stllT forms 
anil clothed itself in the nuhl hril- 
liniit line ami color of Miehehin- 
gc1i> and Rapliae! ami a host of 
other creative masters of the Pe- 
na issauce, Florence hafl its Botti- 
(sdli and ila N’inci mul tVMini, Pa- 
dua its Mantegna, Venice its Bel* 
lini and Giorgione and so on. For 
:t00 years Italyk star was tl»e most 
luminous one in tlie lieavens of 
creative arts and splendiil culture, 

i>iiring all lliis time endless waiN 
took place among Signorias tind 
city-stat(^s so that despite the tre- 
immdous mssimpHsliments of tlie 
Renaissance, Maly was left politi- 
cally weak ami ilefenselcss, 

8o it was that lietween the Ibtli 
and 18th eenturies the small states 
of Italy hccjime dejumdeneies of 
major European powers of the 
time— Spain, h'rance and Austria* 
Soon Italy was to he cut up and 
portioned out at the will of the 
Spanish llapshnrg, Charles V, 
Holy Ponian Emperor. 


Rcmemhcring jiast frei-doms and 
a long luslfiry of imlepcndcnee, the 
uppnsseil jH'uple of Italy fretting 
uinler lla]>s!uirg rnh' would wel* 
eome Napoleon Bonaparte wlio 
headed the French forces in the 
Italian campaign of ITlMi. Hailed 
as a lihm-idor when he cut e red 
Milan, he corM|Ucml tlie territory 
of iifviiliern and cimtral Italy ami 
set up republics there. 

But after liis 1815 debnit^ and 
the signing of a Holy Aflianee by 
the great powem, Italy fell to Die 
Austrian Hapslmrgs. 

Oppression was fought by secret 
soeieiu's of the p(*ople, the oldest 
of which was the rarboiiari (ehar- 
rord burners). With its motto of 
rnion, Idberty and Independence* 
and iKilicy of violence, the t'arlMi- 
nari iiieited local revolutions which 
suciMHHled in a l ousing a eommon 
paH'iutie feeling througliout an 
Italy 'ivliich heretofore had fol- 
lowed only independent, regional 
loyalties. 

Giiis-seppe Mazzini rose up to 
found the siMuety of *‘V<mng 
Italy'* wliich re|daced the (*arbo- 
imri. Mazzini hecjune om» of the 
great li^adert of the Italian Risor- 
gimeuto or Reawakening. It was 
Ills idea to unite I tidy uider a re* 
pnhliean government. 

Another fiery [)atriot. Garibaldi, 
in the year 1S4H led hk young Red 
Shirts against the forces of Eranee, 
Austria, Spain and Naples, while 
Fount (hi%'mir direeted the move* 
men! lowanl unity. 

At last freetlom from foreign 
domination was won, the old re- 
gional loyalties were unitei] in a 
eommem loyalty and Italy set up 
a national governtiicnt — a eonsti- 
liitional monartiiy under Victor 
Knitiianual II. The first Italian 
parHament imu February 18, 186 L 
l‘'ul lowing the example of other 
Kun>piuin nations* Italy hei’ame a 
colonial pciwer in Africa (she re- 
lim|ulslicd her empire aftm* World 
W'ar ITL hut the eoiintry did not 
prost>cr, so that during the eiiiiy 
years of the 20th century unre.st 
ami violent ontlircaks swept the 
nation. 

Fighting on the Allhsl side in 
World War 1, Italy completed her 
unification liy the addition of

II seemed incredildc to 
us til at at this late date, tlte Fedeial 
Ceverument, llnougii the General 
Services Administratioig would [uir- 
sue a policy which could iTiavitably 
Injure fiur hard-svon wage grains and 
benefil program. 

We hrougrht to the attention o\‘ Fed- 
eral ohknals Hi is polmi Hally {langerous 
condition. We conferreil endlessly for 
almost a year with Government offi- 
cials, Iml to no avail. Not only was 
Local ad'ected, but oHier building 
Pradt^i utiions were similarly affected 


by the award of a major contract to 
a non-union crmtractor. 

After seeing Hie fuHlity of piivate 
negotiations, we decided Lo biing to 
the attention of the piddle our feel- 
ings in this matter ami to Itvl the 
public know of Lluf tlireat [o free 
trade unionism iuberent in this policy 
of awarding contracts to non-union 
contiactora. We decided lo demon- 
Ktrate daily iKd'oie the Gemuai Post 
Office. On tile fn .st Saturday, we 
called for a mass <leiuonstraLioii to 
which more than '>,000 Local d mem- 
bers responded. Thi.s was the esti- 
mate (>f Uu* A.ssociated Pi e.ss. 

From then on, Local ■! maintained 
a daily vigil ouUiilc the Uicneral Post 
Office fiom 0 AM to b PlVL 

After sevejMil weeks of tins ac- 
tivity, jdus fuid.her conferences with 
Goverument officials, \ve were able to 
sign up this con had or. In addition, 
tlie painting contract, whicdi liad also 
gone non -union, fnlloweil suit and a 
union contiacd was signed. 

The moial of tins story is simfiie — ■ 
the price of good, strong imioiitsm 
is eternal vigilance. If a situation like 
this could almost hapjMrn In New York 
City, it means lhat the anti-labor 
forces in this country aix;, indeed, 
giowhtg iiolder and bolcier. If, on a 
contract of tills size, non-union cou- 
ti actm s can still see possibilities in 
New Voj’k €'ity, then free trade un- 
ionism must j't'double Us idl'orts to 
I'csist such an onslauglU, of its stand- 
ards. To us at Local M, tiiis was just 
a victory in the battle, not a triumph 
ill the war. We jcaltze more Uiaii 
evcj’ tliat we must stand together 
against the dangerous anti-trade 
forces which n*lentlcBs!y are trying 
to sweep away all the gains which 
organized lahor has nuule over the 
ycai'S.

Job Hazards Seen in 
Production Speedups 

L. U. 17, HETliOIT, MICH.— As you 

read this report, the sun and wind 
of March will have dried up the wet 
and snowy mess of early spring and 
replaced the mud with green grass. 
In this wealth of sunshine and grate- 
fulness of spring we can face the 
vicissitudes of the winter past, which 
has had its general run of ill health 
and accidents remimling us that 
health and safety are a premium in 
our business. With our extreme ex- 
posure to the hazards inherent in the 
trade, we must not be lulled to sleep 
by the postmortems of what could 
have been done through safety drives 
to prevent the foreseeable accident. 
Tlie concensus would indicate that 
safe work habits contrilmle to a lower 
accident frequency but may l>e limited 
by the human factors of inattention 
or preoccupation, often augmented by 
speed and emphasis on production. 
The ‘*work smarter not harder" con- 
cept must be motivated by better 
workmanship and a higher degree of 
skill. 

I sometimes wonder if true economy 
is achieved in setting production rec- 
oi*ds, I don’t think it ever is for 
you or me. If safe workmanship is a 
bond of limited opportunity, limited 
by what we do and how’ we do it, 
which unites us as skillful, careful 
workmen, then I do not believe vve 
need ever sacrifice this for the ex- 
pedience of any job. Our personal 
safety molds our attitude. This all 
should make us better union people 
for, in a b loader- sense, our community 
of in tc jests and their protection 
should be properly policed through 
job Control. 

Our course in Labor Laws and Col- 
lective Bargaining is well undei' way 
as the accompanying picture will in- 
dicate. The class has learned how pro- 
visions in the former labor laws have 
been annulled by the more recent 
legislation of the Labor- Management 
.\ct through the superior job the 
NA3I and the biased press have done 
in selling it to the general public. 
One thing the act did — it gav^e the 
politician a good issut' to exploit — 
and now that united pressure seems 
to be shaping up, he will have to make 
gootl on his pj-omises, A healthy sign 
in American politics seems to favor

Training Methods That 
Met War Emergency 

l„ It. IS, .KV1I ACI SK. Y. Tho ho- 
ginning of World War II found the 
Uni led StsiTes in n ftriTarious ijosition 
indnshdally. Fart-ii with the mTessity 
tsf supplying its ctw-n anned ftnees 
with war material wliile maintaming' 
the armies of its lillies, industrial 
plants were expanded at an nufirece- 
flented rate. Rut Ihe l«d tie neck of pro- 
duction was the scarcity of trained 
men to operate Iht* additional ma- 
chines. To mi'el this emergency, in- 
dustry ]ioo1i*fl its resourct's of person- 
nel erigineiU'fi and developed for the 
War Manpower Commission the re- 
markable training plan designated as 
'‘Training Within Industry.^’ 

Basically, the objective was the in- 
doetii nation of foiemen and other 
lead men in the luindvdes of educa- 
tion so that they cimld, iiuickly and 
sulisfaclorily, tvain other workers lo 
l>ro(ierly perform lire fu net ions of 
theii" jobs wilbcnit undue waste of 
tmif or material. TIve first utul most 
ini[iurtant phase of this fdau was 
called “Job Instruct nr Training” or 
'‘JIT** as it was more familiarly 
called by those engaged in it. It ac- 
complished wonders in instructing 
workei's how to correctly perform new 
processes or ojserations of their job 
ami was fnllowi^d )iy the semml ami 
third phases of the plan fnr those 
qualified. These ]ihases were (a) Job 
Mi'thmb Training and (b) Job Re- 
lations Training. 

U is the fii'st pliaHe — Job Instructor 
Training, to which I liave reference 
in this letter and 1 was reminded of 
its importance by the chance remark 
of an associali*'s newly appointi'd 
foreman, who cnintilarned of a jour- 
ni'Vfnairs inability to perform a job 
us the foreman desir<*d to have it 
done. '*Why.” he said, ”l told him 
three times what lo rlo and he botched 
the job,” Whi‘n I heard this nmiark 
I reealU‘d the byline that became fa- 
mous in connf*clion with the Job In- 
st ntetor Training phase of the plan 
i-ef erred to. It wag, ‘if a learmer has 
not learned, the instructor has not 
taught.” Telling a worker how to do 
a job is not sufficiiuit if the job is to 
be done correctly. He must be told, 
shown and checkt-d for perfoimance 
and the instructor — in this ea.ne the 
fon-man. must he nssureri of the man's 
ahility to do the jt)b required before 
leaving him “on his own.” 

In the telling phase, the man's in- 
h-rest must armis^Hl so that his 
mind is in a n*ceptive state or there 
IS wdiat educators term a “mind set.” 
That is. he must be ready to learn. 
.Second, he must lie shown the proper 
way to jiorfotTn the operation of the 
job that is new to him after which he 
must be checked for performance by 
the instructor lo assure, again, that 
the job is being done correctly. If 
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iht' iiistriirtor Is with hav* 

inK till* worki‘v <lt*rivi' |n>rfnai«nit hen- 
efit frf>m the iimtruetion ijiven, be 
must further assure liimsetf that the 
Wf-^rkei' ex|iei'iences j»leaKiire from do- 
iuK' the Job as Instnicted for it is a 
tj'uism of harfiiiiw that we remember 
what m pieasiurt and ftire:et that 
which b uniileasant.

W. M. “Chick" Sutherland, radio and 
television state wide, and R(»bert 
Ryan is the Seattle office manager. 

The fallowing agreements have 
been settled for 19-^6 — Grays Harbor* 
CowUlz, Snohomish, Lewis, Manon No. 
3* Franklin, Chelan, Okanogan* Bent- 
on, Douglas* Pend O'ReiUe and Giant 
Public Utility Districts. The majority 
of these agreements were settleii on 
the basis of a 5.5 percent increase, 
making the journeyman Unenian*s 
scale $2.85 per hour. The Washington 
Water Power Company and Puget 
Sound Power and Light Company 
agreements were also sett loti ofi this 
same basis. Seattle City Light, Kl- 
lensburg City Light and Centra I ia 
City Light ha%^e been settled. Wage 
of $2.88 per hour foj^ journeyman 


linemen was ieceiv€*d froni Central ia 
City Light. Negotiations have been 
completed with the West Coast Tele- 
phone Company* General Telephone 
Company and Skagit %'alley Teie- 
f)hone Company. Radio contracts 
were settled with a nine cent in- 
crease retroactive to November 1* 1955 
and an adtlilimial five cents in No- 
vember, 1955. The Seattle Hotel As- 
sociation agreement covering PBX 
operators was settled with a five cent 
per hour increase for regular opera- 
tors and eight cents for all other 
classifications. 

Two imfK>rtant bapjionings have 
occurred in the State of Washington 
regarding safety this year. First* 
there has bc*en no I'evssion of the 
Overhead Electrical Workers Con- 
struction Code since 1913. Every 
previous attempt has been stymied 
by elements of business which, how- 
ever, did not include the electric 
utility intlustiy. These elements have 
insisted on following the .National 
Electric Safety Code* which while 
being all right in some respects is 
very unsatisfactory except with 
amendments — ^pa rticu lari y regarding 
climbing space and cross arm separa- 
tions. The new code should be out 
of comniittee it* Mardi and submitted 
to the Legislature at the next Session. 

On January 4Mi of this year, a 
pubiic hearing on revisions of the 
Electrical Woikers Safely Rules was 
held and in March the final reirort 
of the commit lee was submitted to 
the Department of l.,abor and Indus- 
tries. fine thing of particular interest 
to the T.B.E.W. members is the j^egu- 
lating of the List* of aeiial lift etjuip- 
ment around energized lines. The 
safety program for 77 has been 
handled in general by C. living 
Patte* Chairman of the Safety Con- 
st nictlon Rules Committee* and Leo 
Comstock, Executive Board member. 

Due to an incieasing number of 
serious accidents* and several fatali- 
Lies* action is lading taken to intensify 
the safety pmgiani thioughout our 
entire jurisdiction.

Return from Loan -out 
In Carolina Area 

L, r. SU, NOlil-'OI.K, \ A.— We’ve 
hoard them sing* these many years, 
of the legendary beauty of the Caro- 
lina moon, but somehow or other, 
they inadvertently failtHl to advise 
us of the modern tlay Carolina ice* 
rain* fog and muil.

For we're 
glad we're back in tlie Tidewater 
area where a man can clear his throat. 
But we stuck it out regartlless of our 
rattling cough until our somewhat 
suppressed emotinrml tendencies were 
relieved by a surprise reduction in 


force (about 75 percent of our gang) 
on St. Patrick's eve. 

Our sincere attempt to get some 
pictures and data for our Jm RXAl* 
on the new — considered the world's 
largest — paper machine, was stymied 
by an emphatic, “nothing doing." So 
weVe riecide<I to let them do their 
own advertising. Guess they can 
afford it though, for unoflidally we 
learneii that the loss to the company, 
until it was in operation was about 
$3*000 an hour, t This, of course* was 
not verified officially.) 

First off, we want to extend Local 
80's appreciation and kindest regard.s 
to Local 1340 ( Newport News* Vir- 
ginia) and Local 313 (Wilmington* 
Delaware) for putting a portion of 
our memijers to work during this 
slack peidofi of ours. 

Our new working agreement goes 
into effect April first. Journeymen 
were advanced from $2.90 to $3.05 
per hour. A new classification was 
created* that of a "leadingman" who 
would direct one to four journeynien 
ami get 15 cents extra. Our atijiren- 
tice scale was also inci*eased projjor- 
tionattdy: 40 percent of journeyman 
scale during the first six months and 
increased five percent each six months* 
ufi to 75 [lercent during their eighth 
six months. 

-Another fcatuie that has more or 
less complicated matters heretofoie, 
was simt>lified by creating a Zone I 
and a Zone ll .scale of pay. The above 
is the staruiarii Zone I scale. The 
Zone II scale was created to consoli- 
date our fringe benefits and expenses. 
Due to the fact that Local 80's ter- 
jilory draws a somewhat irregular 
pattern on the map, the Zone II scale 
of $3.fi0 (without expenses) was 
created for those members working in 
the distant or outlying counties with 
the same latio of inciease for ap- 
prenticc.s. 

Recent implications indicate that 
the tiaditional armchair strategists 
would have us l>elieve that the Presi- 
dential election is in the bag and all 
that is actually nec€»ssary is a G.O.P* 
inauguration. A few salient and 
somewdiat tangible facts could* how- 
ever, cause the average citizen to l>e 
quite optimistic even in the face of 
apparently lengthening odds. Minne- 
sota's lecenl primary vote seems to 
iniiicate the fact that* the faintei-s, 
for one faction* want no more of the 
greatly over-publicized G.O.P. type

85 percent of the press, including the 
magazines* plus a guaranteeil lion's 
share of T V. ami radio time to in- 
fluence the self-styled independent 
voters* amplified by a G.O.P. treasury 
asset of between two am! five million 
dollars as of March first. The Demo- 
cratic National Committee reports 
that there is oidy about $75*0081 iii 
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its treasury witli ikRibtful or make- 
shift radio or TV time in prospect. 

At this sta^e, evoi'ythiiif^^ ]>oints to 
a G.O.P, golti-sHde with the Ikmo- 
crats devoid of any oarthJy chance 
this side of Divine iritefvenliou.

Pension Fund, and many of the young- 
er members have dropped out, Inas- 
much as they are forced to pay six 
percent of their wages into Civil Serv- 
ice retirenufnt, they refuse to be as- 
seased the extni dollar* Many locals 
are allowing these members to trans- 
fer to "RA" membership but our local 
does not have this classification, so the 
member must either pay or drop out. 
All of which has the efTect of hinder- 
ing organising efToits as well as de- 
feating the pension purpose* The men 
retaining memliership are the old- 
time ra who have hut a few more yeai's 
to go before tlicy will atail collecting 
pensions, thus making it that much 
more difficult for the few to carry the 
many. 

This, we think, should call for verj* 
serious 1*0. consideration and read- 
justment, especially in the Civil Serv- 
ice field where there is little or no 
chance of getting the employer to 
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for the one percent pny-

Expand to Meet Rise 
In Power Consumption 

L. l', T93, Sl'KlNGKIKLI), ILL.— The 

Sprinf^el^ City Lig-hi ami Pohw IN?- 
pattment, which is manneil by Locat 
193 members was caufrht in the same 
squeeze that alfeeted many utility 
companies Ihitmfirhout the country 
last summer. Their peak loacl in 
K.V.A, jumped 2ti iiercctit from J>e- 
cember of iLKlj to Aujspjst of 1U55, 
due mostly to the tj^'meiidous increase 
in the use of air^conditioiiiiii;^. 

A lon^-ran>fe pro#nam of expansion 
and rebuildinif to kecfi pace with the 
demand has been on the i>ooks for 
se%*eral years, and is just now be- 
g:innmK' to ^et ii mini- way. By 1957, 
the C.W.L, and l\ W'ill have at least 
two of its transmission lines carrying- 
69 kilovolts, and ]mrt of its jinmaiy 
distribution lines will be wye carry- 
ing 13.2 K.V/s across phases. At 
j»resent they are operating on 26/HH) 
and 4160 re^^pectivcdy. 

These measures along with the 
building of quite a numbin' of new 
substations, part of which are al- 
ready comjdeted, will accomplish their 
purpose, but something had to be 
done tbi,s winter as a stop-gaji against 
trouble when the peak begins to soar 
ag’ain next summer. 

Since June of lust year when the 
load first l^egan to rise we have hung 
43d tiiinsformeis for the city or con- 
siderably more than twice as many 
as normaL In January 56, wc* in- 
stalled 43 as compared to l> foi' the 
same month the jnevious year. Dur- 
ing the moni Us of November and De- 
cenibiu' alone, a total of 153 *' kettles** 
were installed, 142 of them being 
changeouts. 

To date, this program ha,s added 
7630 KVA to the city’s distribution 
system. In addition 22 new banks of 
capacitors have been installed xvhich 
should add aiwut 6000 more KVA. 
It is hopeti that this adiled capacity 
will curry the demand until the long 
range program can be felt. 

If it doesn’t, youll pn^bubly see 
Local 193 men woiking both day and 
night as they did last yc^ar through 
hot spells. Although virtually everj^- 
one on the property has hatl some 
part in this **o|>eration— changeout” 
the bulk of it has done by E. C, 
Porter’s line gang with LA*onard 
Pflug’s three-man gang catching a 
goo<l share of the smaller ''bugs,”

Pebrunry llth. I was delegated to at- 
tend Ihe conference held by the Xor* 
wich Building Ti-ades Council on the 
AFL-CIO mei-gcr. It wtis a very in- 
teresting affaii- hehl In New IhuMm, 
The principal speakers were Dan 
Healy, director; Joseph M- Rourke, 
secretary and treasurer, Mitch 8pier- 
doff, CTO oi-gaiiizer orated in the 
absence of Hugh Thomp,sfjn, <H rector. 
This was niy first opportunity to at- 
temi a conference of this nature, and 
ft impressed n\e greatly. It is my 
iiTiderstanding that this industrial 
foundation was founded five years 
ago, ami is the most active orgaiiiza* 
Hon of its kind in New England, With 
the present merger I believe it will 
grow bigger and stronger wdth union* 
ism branching into bigger fields in 
this state. 

In my last letter 1 mentioned that 
the .Americiin Standard Radiator Cor- 
pmation hatl just broken gi*ound for 
a huge new factory in Idainfield, Con- 
nt^dicut. This new industry plus the 
new thnj*way coming through East- 
em Connecticut will be a big benefit 
and create a help shortage in the 
future. 

In 1954-1955, Connecticut hud 162 
new industries enter the state, but 
eastern Connecticut netted hardly any. 
Most of these industries settltMl in 
the southem part of the state. Tex- 
tile industries are still n dominant 
factor here and lower wage scales 
prevail. Many eastern Connecticut 
tovvns have been held down too long 
with low Avages. Now it seems ever>* 
t<iwii needs new schotils, seweruge, 
disposal plants; etc. The taxes have 


been dimbhig, cost of living going 
up, and textile factories have given 
wage cuts. It is my firm belief that 
every union member should take a 
political interest in his community, 
and elect men who will fight to get 
new intlustries here, not as it was in 
the past when they were driven away. 

Recently our Exr^cutive Board w'on 
a dispute over the territory in Put- 
nam, Connecticut, The dispute had 
arisen between Local 1029 and Local 
225 with the Inlernational Officei's de- 
ciding that it was Norwich territory. 
Since then our Business Agent 
Thomas Rmigei's has been given full 
ix;in and thiuugh his efforts our union 
contiuclors received three Jobs that 
ordinarily would have gone non-union. 
Now it is my understanding that 
these non-union conlractoi-s in that 
area are ready to talk union. 

At the conference in New Haven 1 
met Business Manager Kalitiowski 
from Essex Connecticut Light and 
I’ower Company, He informed me 
that he had read my article about 
our non-union American Themios Bot- 
tle Company, from Noi'wlch and in- 
.stiucted his men to rid themselves of 
same, and to use only union-made 
bottles, (Thanks, KaL) 

I w<mhl like to recommend to the 
editor of the Joirnal at this time 
that each month a list appear in the 
JontKAi- of uin on-made products, and 
merchandise — a list of whal to buy 
and what not to buy. This would aid 
our Brothers, and then we as union 
members could buy only items bearing 
union labels, ej-peeially with the 
JoritNAi/s nation-wide circulation. 

II was interesting to note, and after 
dodging a few missiles that the Car- 
pentoi's in Nonvich are seething after 
one of my recent articles in the 
Jfit’RNAt« The truth hurts and the 
fjeii is mightier than the s%vord, so 
Carpenters sign on the dotted line in 
the Building Trades Council, then we 
will have unionized some of you or- 
gaiiizeil, and emling of these articles 
will then be abmpt. 

Our Building Trades Council and 
Central Lab<Jr Committee are going 
all out in this end of the state sti at 
this writing wc are wishing them 
continued success.

“These 'hot spots’ in irrain bins cost 
the mills and elevator operatois bib 
lions of riot lari unmially* Last yeai* 
the tri'ain industry lost $riim,<100,000 
in g-rain damage through insect in* 
festation alone/’ 

The “hot spots*’ In grain are causetl 


by mold action, molslure C(Uidensa- 
tion, foreign material prcgenni nation 
of grain keniels — all unnntireahle to 
the grain elevator or mill until after 
the damage has occurred* 

How^ever, the Des Mohiea Arm's 
iemjH.*niLui'e measuring system acta as 
a warning device before serious dam- 
age or loss takes place* 

"As grain is a living organism, in- 
sect (listiirbances, mold, moisture dam* 
age cause the kernels of grain to be- 
come sick, so to speak/* and a fore- 
runner of the damaging disturbance 
}& a rise in temperatures* 

Hot SjKit Detector provifli^s the 
grain and mill industry W'ith a flevice 
for warning the plant operator that 
a heating condition is building up 
writ bin the bin. 

The Hot SjK>t Detector system is 
composed of two major segments* One

This intricate temperature mt?asur- 
ing system recpiires highly skilled per- 
scmncl, lioth in the plant as produc- 
tion people and in Add installations*

It was through the efforts of Vice 
President Barker and other Inter- 
national officers that the fii'st Paper- 
makers union was organized in the 
South approximately 25 years ago. 
The beat wages and wmrking condi- 
tions of the Pulp and Paper industry 
arc enjoyed hero in the South.

States Di'partment of Labor. 

The class of 25 men met twice a 
week at the Maine Vocational Tech- 
nical Institute in South Portlandt 
which has made their tdectrical facili- 
ties available to us.

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Union Benelits for 
Government Employe 

L. l’. S7I, BRKMERTOX, WASH.— 

The enclosed letter was published In 
the Locai paper, the Bremerton Sun* 
in the '^Letters to the Editor" column. 
It was written by one of our membe»*s, 
Robert E. Brawn* and an electrician 
employee Shop X'51 of the tSiicct 
Sound Naval Shipyai-d. 

We thouijht the letter drives an 
excellent illustration of how the Gov* 
ernment employe benefits from union 
membf^rshipp though he may ride free 
and is not riH|uiied to be a union 
member. 

We think the letter may be of in- 
terest to our membei-s if it were 
printed in the Electrical Workers 
Jai'HKAL, particularly to those mem- 
bers employed in Government sendee. 

The ItiiiR-a waited announcement of 
the shipyard "blue collar" wa^^e jaise 
coinades with that from the AFL 
and CIO conventions in New York 
concern injc their impending merger. 
Just coincidence prabablyp but fram 
those announcements can be taken an 
object lesson. 

From many who receive the misOp 
no cre<iil is given where credit is due. 
And by many who do not receive the 
raise* bitterneag is being felt because 
of tbe increaseil prices at the local 
shops which will have to he paid by 
those who do not receive the raise as 
wtdl as those who do. How many in 
both these categories stop to realize 


what the basic reason for this wage 
boost is? How many appreciate tbe 
years of bitterness and slidfe and 
even bloodshed which have gone into 
this raise and every concession 
granted to a mass of wo iking people 
by an employer? How dm? but to 
know and appreciate the history and 
pun>ose of the labor movement? 

A $42,000 per week payroll in- 
crease is not a simple new- year bonus 
from a grateful employer to n deserv- 
ing employee. It is a law-demanded 
boost stemming from a Civil Seiwice 
Commission regulation praviously en- 
acted by Congress stating, in elTect* 
that periodicaliy a wage-data survey 
be conducted of a ropreaentattve num- 
ber of private concerns in the area 
surrounding a government activity. 
The report is to bet evaluated to de- 
termine wlial inureasVp Or iltuumnf, in 
wage scales that activity slioukl re- 
ceive in order to remain in a corre- 
sponding labor market pay level as 
the local standard indicates. This 
compensates for the inabilityp also un- 
der law, of individual labor organiza- 
tions to negotiate directly with the 
government. 

Practically every improvement , 
large or small, in the working condi- 
tions of the mass labor force have 
bewn gained thi^ough negotiations, 
either peaceful or violent, ladw-een 
organized employes and their em- 
ployer, Whether these improvements 
w*ere increased wages* safer and 
healthier working equi|jment and sur- 
round ings, retirement ^neftts, shorter 


working hours, or settlement of minor 
grievances, they were granted under 
protest Not because the employer 
felt his employes were deserving, but 
because after centuries of experience 
in being thought of and t ideated as 
little better than slaves, these work- 
ing people gained the courage to hand 
together, draw up charters* and then 
fight for what they knew they de- 
served, Finally, after a relatively few 
years, the labor groups have improved 
themselves to tbe point where they 
can actually look on Increased w^ages 
as secondary in value to still shorter 
w^orking hours, (They, too, know the 
dangers of inflation, ) 

Their influence has grown economi- 
cally and, where economics if influen- 
tial enough* political influence grows. 
Politically* they have l>een able to 
speak for themselves at government 
levels— to speak well enough to be 
able to hold their own against op- 
posing forces, also economically and 
politically influential. So we wind up 
with tw-o apparently contradictory 
laws. One saying government em- 
ployes have no right to enter into 
labor contracts wdlh the goveimment* 
the other saying goveniment employes 
shall enjoy the same pay standards as 
tho 3 t» workers of private employers 
who do have the right. 

However, only "blue collar" work- 
ers, or craftsmen, can enjoy that 
privilege. Through another quirk of 
law' "’white collar" peoplo — the cleri- 
cal, engineering, fKostal, and such 
groups receive salary increases only

We are all f|uite familiar with the 
low pi'ices reeeived by producers and 
the ever climbing high prices being 
gouged out of consumer s. It makes 
a person wonder what food is made 
of sometimes, and wdry slimildn't food 
be cheaper' when our' country is flooded 
with surpluses? Why are theie sur- 
plus farm proriucts while one half 
the p«H>pl(^ of the \vorld don't have 
enough to eat?

ments and if Uie artilicia] botUemecks 
in fo()d tralhe wei'o rm-noved, a lot of 
our ccfuminic ills would tiuickly dis- 
appear.

Twai years heftire, l^caS 1710’s 
members had inst meted its officei^s lo 
do what w'e could to secure enactment 
of an anti-rabies ordinance which was 
up for consideration by the City Coun- 
cil of Lcjs Angeles. There was a 
hearing, in which opponents of the 
measure bi-unded it as ’‘Un-Ameri- 
can/’ ** Against God,” ’’Communist 
Propaganda,” “Veterinarian’s Rac- 
ket,” etc-^ etc,, until they became so 
carried away w'ith their own oratory 
that they got to fighting each other 


for the microphone and had to be 
physically restrained by unt formed 
officers. S^'veral councilmen “exam- 
ined their consciences” Dlnimatically 
for the television cameras) and be- 
came frightened at the prosjHH-t of 
several hundred “rabid” zealots out 
crusading against them. We lost.
